Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Edmonton Bulletin 


Rev. J. Gough Brick, of Shaftsbury, Church of England 
mission, on Peace river, who was in town last week, went 
to Peace river first in 1882, being sent by the CMS. He 
spent five years at Dunvegan, the principal H. B. post on 
Peace river, and where the Indians most congregate. He 
had not lived long in Peace river before he became con- 
vinced that it was necessary to preach the gospel of work 
and bread to the Indians as well as the gospel of grace. 
Therefore in 1885 he commenced the cultivation of a farm 
at Old Wives lakes, on the upland in the rear of Ft. 
Dunvegan. At Dunvegan, on the low flat of the river, 
raising crops has been a perfect success for the past forty 
years, and he was anxious to try if the more inviting; up- 
land would do as well. The first crop was moderately good. 
The 1886 crop was splendid. Encouraged by the results of 
these two years, and yet warned by them that the upland 
was not as certain for crop raising as the river fjat, Mr. 
Brick projected his present mission on the flat on the north 
side of the river, about fifteen miles above the crossing of 
the Peace on the trail from Slave lake to Dunvegan, and 
about 50 miles below the latter place. Mr. Brick teft Peace 
river in 1887 and spent a year and a half in Ontario raising 
money for his mission, and was successful in raising about 
$5,000. With this he purchased a complete farming outfit, 
including horses, cattle, poultry, a flour mill to run by 
horse power, a threshing machine, a reaping machine, 
mowing machine, wagons, etc. and returned to Peace river 
in the fall of 1888.... Besides work of teaching and 
christianizing the Indians, Mr. Brick is doing good service 
to the country by practically demonstrating the agricultural 
capabilities of the Peach river region.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 
CUCUMBER 

The Cucumber is a member of the gourd family 
and has been used for food dating as far back as 
ancient Egypt. It was brought to America by the 
earliest settlers and has since been cultivated ex- 
tensively for use as a salad vegetable and for 
pickling 


The gherkin is a small variety of the cucumber, 
but these are only available in the form of pickles 
and thus spoiled for use by this preparation 

The cucumber contains only about 5% of 
nourishment, but this consists principally of the 
organic salts such as potash, lime, magnesia, and 
iron, which are so needed in the daily diet to sup- 
ply the system with the valuable minerals which 
are the building stones of the cell structure. 


There are a number of common superstitions 
about the cucumber, such as believing that this 
vegetable is indigestible, or that it is poisonous 
unless soaked in salt water, or that the skin is 
injurious. 

The false belief that cucumbers are incigestible 
probably originates from the fact that they have a 
very pronounced odor and flavor. Most people 
belch gas after they eat a very large meal. Those 
who have this tendency will notice the flavor of 
cucumbers predominating over other  blander 
flavors, such as potatoes or meat, and consequently 
the cucumber is blamed for causing indigestion 
when the real cause of the trouble is overeating. 
Cucumbers receive the blame for the discomfort 
which may be caused by other foods simply be- 
cause of their persistent flavor. This delicious, suc- 
sulent vegetable is certainly no more indigestible 
than any of the other non-starchy vegetables. 


Of course, if cucumbers are soaked in vinegar 
or mixed with onion, they may cause disturbance 
in one with a sensitive digestive apparatus, but this 
is solely because of the destructive influence of the 
vinegar, and because some people find onions gas- 
forming, and not because of the cucumber. This is 
another instance where a vicious reputation may be 
gained from the association with bad companions. 

The belief that the cucumber is poisonous 
originated because of a bitter taste which is some- 
times found close under the skin at the stem end. 
This flavor, although bitter, is not poisonous, and 
can be avoided by peeling the cucumber more 
thickly at the stem end. This vegetable does not 
need to be soaked in salt water which would only 
have a tendency to toughen it. There is nothing 
injurious in eating the skin. especially of the young, 
tender cucumbers. As the cucumber becomes older 
the skin may become tougher and, therefore, a little 
harder to digest, but there is nothing really poison- 
ous about the cucumber. 

Cucumbers may he obtained throughout the year 
in some markets, but the most plentiful season is 
from June to Novernber. The summer varieties are 
usually of a jucier taste than the hot-house varie- 
ties grown in winter. They are also less expensive 
because of the abundance of the crop and should 
be used freely because of their cooling, healthful 
properties. 

Few people know what a delicious cooked dish 
may be made by boiling or baking cucumbers. 
Simply slice and boil in a small amount of plain 
water and serve with a small dish of butter to each 
dish. A little cream may be added but no flour 
dressing. 

Large cucumbers may be used by cutting them 
open and removing the seeds, stuffing with ground 
meat or nuts and baking for five or ten minutes. 
This will make an entirely new dish for you, which 
is at once palatable and nutritious 

Cucumbers may also be fried, but they are more 
difficult to digest in this form. 

Many other dishes may be originated by cook- 
ing the cut up cucumbers with other foods. In 
season when cucumbers are reasonable in price, 
you should remember to use this tasty, succulent 
vegetable in a cooked form as much as possible 
for variety.

THE VICIOUS CIRCLE 

Gross earnings of Canadian railways for March totalled 
$25,000,000, as against $30,000,000 for March of last year. 
But as operating expenses in March, 1931, were but $22,500,- 
000, compared with $27,500,000 in March, 1930, the net 
position remained unchanged. ° 

Many may ask how the railways could manage to get 
along in March of this year with $5,000,000 less of operating 
expenditure than in March, 1931. They may think that the 
railways must have been wasting a lot of money last year, 
or spending it unnecessarily, 

The real facts, perhaps unfortunately, are quite differ- 
ent. In March, 1930, the number of railway employes was 
145,607, with a payroll of $19,000,000. In March, 1931, the 
number of employes had dropped to 124,000, the payroll 
declining to $15,000,000, 

Thus, while the railways saved a lot in operating costs, 
it was at the price of 20,000 railwaymeri being dropped 
from employment, with a monthly loss of $4,000,000 in pure 
chasing power, 

That, the circumstances being what they are, helped the 
railways. But it wasn't much of a help to Canadian busi- 


ness. The great trouble about unemployment is that it 


creates unemployinent.—Oltawa Journal.
